| am delighted to learn that you are bringing out a Souvenir in connection with the 19th 
Karnataka State Jamborette, First Southern Regional Jamboree and National Integration 
Rally which will be held at Shimoga from 7th to 14th December 1987. All the members of 
the Bharat Scouts and Guides must feel proud that Bharath Scouts & Guides has been 
given due recognition by the United Nations ingranting the ‘’PEACE MESSENGER 
AWARD”. 


As its 37th Session the United Nations Assembly unanimously accepted the proposal of 
observing the year 1986 as the International Year of Peace linking it with the observance 
of the 40th Anniversary of the United Nations. 


The General Assembly thereupon adopted resolution 37/16 and solemnly proclaimed on 
24th October 1985 deciaring 1986 as the laternational Year of Peace, inviting all States, 
all organisations ‘within the United Nations and interested non-governmental organisa- 
tions to exert all possible efforts to make the observation highly effective in the interest 
of global security and world peace. The global programme was prepared aiming at 
governing the support and participation of governments, non-governmental Organisations 
(NGOs) academic institutions, local groups and people at the grass-root level. It was 
not a recipe for peace or an invitation to celebrate, but a call for thought and action. 


The Secretary General of the United Nations in accordance with the programme of Inter- 
national Year of Peace, decided to designate and award ‘’ PEACE MESSENGER” certi- 
ficates to national and international organisations on the 15th of September 1987. 


Based on the reports received, special recognition was given to the organisations and 
institutions which made significant and concrete contributions to the programme of the 
year by awarding a *’ PEACE MESSENGER "’ Certificate. The certificate is an expression 
of appreciation for efforts made in the context of the year presented in the hope that the 
recipients will continue their co-operation with the United Nations in working towards 
the realisation of the long-term objectives set forth during the year. 


The Bharat Scouts and Guides had the proud privilege of being identified and selected 
for receiving the said certificate and | received the same at a Special presentation 
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ceremony that took place at the Headquarters of the United Nations, on 15th September 
1987, the International Day of Peace. There was a selective gathering round the Peace 
Bell for the distribution of certificates. The traditional Peace Bell ceremony began at 
0950 hours with a performance of several musical selections by the United Nations 
choir. The President of the Security Council of the United Nations H. E. James Gbeho 
of Ghana delivered a message on behalf of the Council fallowed by the Deputy Secretary 
General, Mr. Virendra Dayal opening the COMMON HOPE FOR PEACE exhibition in 
the General Assembly lobby. The exhibits provided a sampling of the many projects and 
activities that took place round the world in the context of the International Year 
of Peace. 


At the pre-award ceremony meeting held a day earlier on 14th September 1987 at the 
United Nations Secretariat in New Yerk, | gave details of the year-round involvement of 
over 1.5 million youth foree of Scouts and Guides in spreading the message of Peace 
and National integration to the farthest corners of our country during the U.N. declared 
International year of Peace. Pamphlets, posters and handouts issued during the year 
were also exhibited and were very much appreciated. 


All the year round in a phased manner, | told them that workshons and seminars on 
National Integration and Peace, Language Appreciation Camps, Patriotic Song composi- 
tion contests, Mass community singing courses, Youth Forums, Regional integration 
camps, Peace marches with one thousand to three thousand participation in each, 
Staging one-act plays, interstate cultural exchanges, Cycle, Motor cycle hikes, Canoe 
tripe Rover-Ranger Expeditions, Essay writing, poster designing and daclamation contests 
at local levels were organised with the theme of Unity, National scl elacels and Peace In 
view, and the same were well covered by news media. 


These activities and programmes made the Scouts and Guides as one of the most effective 
Youth force in the country in the cause of National Integration and Peace. 


The President of the General Assembly, Mr, Peter Florin welcomed the recipients in the 
evening at a special reception held at the Peace Studies Unit in the United Nations 
Secretariat. 


The recipient could also atted the opening session of the General Assembly Meeting that 
afternoon. It was a rare opportunity for most of themto be physically present witn- 
essing a galaxy of representatives from about 159 Nations gathering together in search 
of Peace the lasting peace.

The Scout promise is honestly taken 
and the ten Scout laws are obeyed. They call me a good boy! But off and on a bad 
thing learnt from a bad-friend pricks my conscience. 


Now lama boy, A Rover. Scoutirg has gone in my blood. | cannot leave it. Ido 
bridge-building, carry an old man on my back to hospital, walk along with Urchins to 
help them cross the road, stay at the circle to control the Traffic. lam useful to many 
at town. l|amclean and tidy. But still some bad habits are with me which make me 
bowdown my head in shame though others do hardly notice it. My uniform is my pride 
and good actions cover the small bad ones. 


lam a Scouter of open troop. | teach many youngsters as to how to practice Scout laws. 
Many walk with me trying to know more of scouting in action. 


Now | have passed several stages of Orgamisation in Scout movement. | have seen 
Scouting in many countries, in many parts of the world. When they march in a troop, 
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though my legs do not have the strength my eyes and mind march with equal vigour and 
speed. 


But my mind tells me there is something wrong somewhere. Ido not find the children 
and the youth in the same spirit. Now lam not seeing the small Cubs in packs or 
Scouts in troops or Rovers in crew. Where have they gone? Why has it not grown in 
the same proportion of population and production? 


Every parent, politician and teacher equally complain that discipline has deteriorated. 
There are adicts in schools, character has given way to indiscipline and power politics 
in Schools. Complainers have increased. Why? 


My mind relaxes, sitting below the Baniyantree. The tree above my head has given 
shelter and fruits to many birds and animals including man. The branches come down as 
rootsto bring in another tree within a tree. The nature is calling, “‘be like me, to help 
and live along’’. But there is none to learn the lesson. 


The students in the past were few. The teachers had contentment their desires were 
few. The only urge and desire then was to teach his student and make him great. Then 
also parents were not so much bothering about their children. All of us studied in 
Government Schools and that ‘was the only one available. The teacher was our guide, 
friend and philosopher. They had plenty of time for extra-curricular activities. Most of 
of them were untrained practical Scout Masters. They never expected any monthly grants 
for doing this extra job because they loved their students as their own children. They 
had faith in Scouting because all the ten laws are the cream of education. The principle 
of education was to make a boy or a girl a good citizen. The Scouts of the past had 
learntthe philosophy that ‘once a Scout is always a Scout’. Scouting was thier pride and 
not so much the rank in studies. 


Where are those selfless teachers? Are they very busy? Is their life so complicated that 
they do not find time for students? Have they lost values and love? Are the students 
uncontrollable? Has Scouting become an out of date fashion? Is the Khaki uniform of 
Scouting gave in line with many other names? Has the Politics come into Scoutiug? 
Do the parents feel ashamed to put the boy into Scouting? Is the administration bad? 
Have the old Scouts lost love for Scouting? 


Will the Jamboree of 1987 at Shimoga give an answer to bring back the old grandeur to 
the movement to get more disciplined soldiers for a Bright future?

Character is not developed in a day. Itis to be developed day-by-day, Stage-by-stage. 
It is the fruit of personal exertion, the result of one’s own endeavours. Thereis no 
single road for building up character. Many routes need to be used for the purpose. 


First, be truthful. Never sware from the truth, See that you have no compromise with 
half-truths. It is wrong to think that there are harmless half-truths. The so-called 
harmless untruths are really harmful in the end. Avoid flattering. Flattery needs 
that you should alter things which you never mean : flattery is used first to 
obtain the favour of some person. Avoid exaggeration. It is another form of false- 
hood. He who exaggerates does so to create a sensation orto gain importance, shun 
duplicity. It is an offence against truth. We test Fypocritical conduct and rumour 
Spreading. These are pitfalls against which you must guaro yourselves. 


When you are truthful, your ‘words wil! agree with your thoughts and the action wil] 
agree with your words. To say one thing, and do another is hypocrisy. You should be 
careful to see that there is agreement, complete and real between your thoughts, words 
and deeds. You must check wrong tendencies or wrong inclinations. To effect a 
compromise between thought, word and deed is to attempt to deviate from the truth. 
This way you pollute your conscience. Anda polluted conscience leads to all- unright- 
eous actions. He must be sincere in his work, scamp nothing but pride himself. upon 
his integrity and consciousness. When you especially develop character after sustained 
and intelligent self-control, it is really rock - like, unshakable unassainable and 
undestructible. 


Character, embodied in thought and deed, is of the rather of immortability. The solitary 
though of a noble or great thinker can dwell on the minds of man for centuries and work 
itself into their daily life and practice. What better ex :mple can be there, than, scouting. 
As everybody knows, scouting originated in the mind of an individual Sir Baden Powell, 
and it has become a powerful institution contributing to the improvement and service of 
mankind. It has transcented the border’s cf the country of origin and has become 
universal in its application. 


To be a man of character a man need not be "’ great ‘’. Great persons are relatively rare 
and few. Each person must act his part honestly and h nourably, and to the bast of his 
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ability. He must be truthful and faithful even in small things. It is wrong notion to 
think that only wealthy men can afford to be absolutely true and honest because they 
need the favour of none. Wealth is not a necessary ingredient for character. On the 
other hand, it is often the cause of leading a person astray from the straight course of 
conduct which in turn leads him on to luxury, corruption and vice, poverty is no handi- 
cap to character. Many poor people have shown character of the highest order. The 
religious lores of different nations contain great examples of character shown by the 
rank and file. To quote a simple example, we have quite often read and heard 
how an autorickshaw driver or a bus conductor who finds a purse containing a lot of 
money, hands it over either to the owner or the police; without any thought of taking it 
himself. What a great struggle must have gone in his bosom between the basic desire 
to keep the find to himself and the noble desire to restore the lost purse to its rightful 
owner? 


This leads us on to the question whether ‘brains’ are important for character. They are 
not so important heart. It is not genuis that determines character. It is such qualities 
as self control, patience and diccipline regulated by judgement that really matter. 


Finally | extoll that a scout should become stable in character as a rock; and no turmoil 
should shake him even as violent winds cannot shake a mountain.
